details of the great flood at, Johnstown, Pennsyl- 
vania, by which it is estimated some five thon: 
sand person perished. The food occurred on 
the Slyt May, the rewrvoir burating in conse- 
quence of 6 fresbet in the South Eork River, 
in tho Alloghany’ Mountains, The reservoir ia 
about eighteen milia north-east of Johnstown 
and from 200,to 8U0 feet above the level of the 
town. ..It igaboutthres onds half miles long 
and ‘from jie toa mile and a quarter in 
wid(h, and’ in somo, places 10( feat ini dopth. 
It holds more watet-than any’ other’ reservoir, 
natural or artificial, in the United States: ‘The 
take haa’ been uadeaplod in size by artificial 
moane, and: was hold in gheok by a dam from'700 
tu 1,000 feet long and ninety feet in thickness at 
the bago, and the height was 110 fest. -Tho top 
had a broadth of over-twenty foot, ‘This reser.

town is almost eighteen miles.and except at one 
point the water pascod ‘through « marrow V- 
shaped valley, Four siles below the dam Jer 
the town of Sonth Fork, whore the Bouth Por! 

‘Tho’ 
town contained aboat 2,000 inbabitants. . Four 
miles farther down onthe Cottemaugh River, 
qhich rans paraile) with the main line of the 
Pennsylvania ‘Railroad, was the town, of 
Mineral Point, It bad eight hundred in- 
habitanté, ninety per cent. of the houses boing 
on a flat end close to the river.
